It hardly seems 
credible that so wholesale a deportation 
will actually take place. This is harder to 
believe because the same ruling would 
mean that foreigners of all nationalities 
would be deported on the same grounds, 
and the total number of people thus ex- 
pelled would run into millions.

should not fail to turn to account. These | 


Canadian “exiles” have been told that they

Immigration money could be 
spent for no purpose that would be more 
satisfactory to the people of the Dominion, 
and nowhere can immigrants be found so 
well qualified to fit into Canadian condi- 
tions. 


A BUSINESS-LIKE PROPOSAL 

The public school board of the city has 
at last found what looks like a fair and 
satisfactory basis for the admission of 
outside pupils to the city high schools.

It would be the 
business ofshis school board to open the 
way for him; by agreeing to pay the fee 
as a public obligation. 

The $70 fee would not recoup the city 
taxpayer for the whole cost of providing 
high school facilities for the outside pupil 
But, along with the Government grant 
received on his account, it would meet the 
actual per capita cost of operating the
